The World of The Infinitely Little.

The two preceding articles upon 
this subject have attempted to 
make fairly * clear to the mind of 
the reader the main fact of the 
existence of a world of minute, and 
to the eye wholly invisible vegeta¬ 
ble organisms known as Microbes. 

It has ‘been shown tbat these 
microbes abound everywhere and 
are of many kinds. ’That they 
belong to the class of plants known 
as fungi, and that they owe their 
existence, like all other plants and 
animals, to the pre-existence of 
like forms. Consequently if any 
space or surface be deprived of the 
presence of any that already exist 
there, and such space or surface 
he chemically or mechanically 
protected from contact with sur¬ 
rounding air, fluids or other sub¬ 
stances, it will be perpetually free 
from the existence of any kind of 
organic life. This barrenness of 
life will hold good just as long as 
the protection from contamination 
from without is maintained—and 
no longer. 

Upon this important fact hinges 
much that is very vital in the 
future discussion of this subject, 
and it should therefore not be lost 
from the reader’s mind. We now 
wish to bring the reader to a 
nearer acquaintance with the pow¬ 
erful influences microbes exert in 
nature. It must not be supposed 
that these hosts of minute organ¬ 
isms are only concerned in the 
production of disease and pesti 
lence—for by far the greater num¬ 
ber of them are highly beneficial 
to mankind, and are Nature’s most 
potent agents in maintaining the 
balance of her forces so that this 
earth may be habitable to animal 
life. 

In all the processes of putrefac¬ 
tion and decay, microbes are the 
active agents, hurrying them on 
to a speedy end and reducing the 
decaying substances as quickly as 
possible to harmless elements. 

Even man avails himself of 
their services—or rather, woman, 
we should say—for in this as in 
many other things she has taken 
the lead, and for many centuries 
woman has been a professional, 
though unconcious, bacteriologist! 

How and when does she do this? 
Why in. the every day process of 
the making of yeast bread! We 
all know the process, how the

more familar than this, yet very 
few of those who •• make or eat 
bread may know that in its man¬ 
ufacture there has been called into 
play the powerful agency of a' 
myriad colony of microbes, —other¬ 
wise known as the yeast plant!

eous bag, and although these are 
among the largest of the microbes, 
ten thousand of them, placed side 
by side would not measure an 
Inch in length. They multiply by 
a process of simple division and 
in a very short time the entire 
mass of dough, contains 'many 
thousands more of the yeast fungi 
than were at first introduced. 

But there could have been no 
growth for their plants had there 
been no food _for them, and this 
food consisted of the sugar of 
which the starch of the flour was 
composed. During the process of 
kneading, the mass, of yeast plants 
had been throughly incorporated 
with the dough, and the sugar 
had by them been decomposed and 
carbonic acid gas set free; The 
small bubbles' of this gas, rising 
up at all points to: effect their es¬ 
cape, acted as a leaven, and thus 
the loaf was more easily and even¬ 
ly permeated by the heat than 
would otherwise have been possi¬ 
ble. 

But when our loaf of bread 
baked,— what then has become 
of the enormous colony of yeast

At the close of our last n umber we 
were looking over that: awful scene 
that was presented to our sight 
at “Bloody Angle” on the morn¬ 
ing after the terrible fight of May 
12,1864. While here,General Upton 
came up and asked me how many 
men. I had left of the Fifth Maine. 

I told him that I looked the camp 
over last night after the hoys had 
bivouacked, and that I thought 
that there were fifty or sixty pri¬ 
vates and four or five line officers. 
He said that he wanted some one 
to fill the place of Captain Fish, 
his chief of staff, who had been 
killed the day before, and that he 
also wanted an aid-de-camp. 

I think he selected Captain San¬ 
born for acting Assistant Adju¬ 
tant General and Lieut. Patterson 
for an aid-de-camp. Captain 
Stevens at this time was an Ordi¬ 
nance officer on General Wright’s 
staff. Captain Nathan Walker was 
in charge of the Engineer Corps 
on General Russell’s staff. Soon 
after my conversation with Gen¬ 
eral Upton, I returned to my re¬ 
giment and ordered the morning 
roll-call which resulted as follows: 
Sixty-one privates and non-com¬ 
missioned officers and one com¬ 
missioned officer reported for 
duty. As I saw oUr greatly dim¬ 
inished number, I said to’ my 
self that in two days more of such 
fighting as we had seen on the 10th 
and 12th of May, not one of the reg¬ 
iment would be left to tell the 
story-of the sacrifices made in this 
memorable campaign. 

We remained near the battle 
field May 13, though we saw very 
little fighting compared with the 
terrible carnage and slaughter of 
the day before. A few of our hoys 
were on the skirmish line while 
others were engaged in the sad 
duty of burying their comrades 
who had fallen on the 12th. I re¬ 
member sending some members of 
the Bethel Company in search of 
poor Martin, who had fallen while 
bravely fighting, and gave orders 
that in case his remains were 
found, his grave should be mark¬ 
ed distinctly. The features of the 
dead changed so rapidly, that even 
in twelve hours after death, 

) recognition of many brave fellows 
was impossible. Poor'Martin was 
one of tbe “unknown” yet his 
friends may be assured that he 
fell while in front of the enemy, in 
one of the most terrible conflicts of 
modern times. On May 14th, we 
moved to the left and crossed the 
river some two miles from our 
last camp. Upton led this move¬ 
ment. When we reached the An¬ 
derson plantations near the river, 
he at once found his command in 
line ready to receive the enemy 
should- they ’make an attack, 
though it was not expected that 
an attack would be made. ; The 
Fifth Maine was assigned the 
cluty of guarding the left and rear, 
while the regiments were in line 
^ U:-;. 

Wo moved out on the broad 
open field and deployed as- skir¬ 
mishers, Witfi our left on the rivers, 
and our right extending up the 
hill side, covering, as Upton sup¬ 
posed, his line. * 

About two o’clock in. the after¬ 
noon I made a little reconnoissance 
around our left. To my great sur¬ 
prise I saw the rebels in large 
forces behind a clump, of woods 
and inline, ready apparently for 
an advance movement. They far 
outnumbered Upton’s command, 
which at this time was all that 
was east of the river. 

I at once went to headquarters 
and reported whafe we had seen. 


cross the river in a hurry,1 thought 
advisable to learn where the river 
could be forded in case of necessity. 
It therefore made investigation 
and found that the river could be 
forded a njile or two below the 
place where, wo crossed in the 
morning; falling back, wo crossed 
the river at this point without 
trouble. Near tbe ford was a large 
Virginia house id which we found 
some .of our men - who were 
wounded tlio day before. We sent 
an! orderly to Upton to inform him 
that wo were all right, and were 
holding the pass, or ford. . 

Ah hour or two later, the head 
of. the Sixth Corps came into view 
and' in a short time General Wright 
and staff were at the ford. Gen¬ 
eral Wright inquired minutely as 
to what had occurred. I gave him 
full information in regard , to 
Upton’s fight, also told him where 
the rebels then were, pointing to 
the woods behind ; which I had 
Seen them earlier in the day. ' 

Ah . soon as the batteries came up 
General Wright ordered them into 
position. Firing' soon began. For 
nearly an hour, seven batteries of 
six guns each poured shot and 
shell into the woods and upon the 
hillside beyond.. It was now dusk 
or early evening. General Wright 
ordered me to go with him to the 
place; from which Upton’s- com¬ 
mand had been driven; I, of 
course, did as requested. I remem¬ 
ber distinctly, fording, or rather 
swimming ,. the river in company 
with. General Wright. In the 
I had driven my horse

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ford. To my great surprise I soon 
found my horse, old “Joe,” in deep 
water, but the river being nar¬ 
row, we had no difficulty in reach-- 
ing shore. General Wright made 
as careful a survey of .the 
situation as darkness, would 
permit and then returned to his 
troops, and at once the Sixth 
Corps started for Upton’s battle¬ 
field and bivouacked for the night. 

On the morning of the 15th, we 
made another flank movement to 
the left, a half mile or more. A 
part of the regiment went upon 
the .skirmish line. This day 
twenty or twenty-five of those who 
had be§n wounded slightly in the 
Wilderness and at Spottsylvahid 
Court House joined us. 

It was here that we met for the 
first time in this campaign the 
Seventh Maine Battery, com¬ 
manded'by Captain Adelbert B. 
Twitchell. How vividly I remem¬ 
ber that Sunday afternoon and the 
happiness that it gave me! To meet 
Old neighbors and acquaintances 
who had left their homes only a 
few months before, was an nneX : 
pected pleasure. Among the num¬ 
ber were A. S. Twitchell, A. S. 
Chapman, Dr. W m. B. Lapham, 
Lieut, Bundy, and A. M, Carter, 

Captain A, B. Twitchell was an 
old friend, true and tried, a friend 
in peace as well as in war. His 
battery was going into action qn 
our left when we met. 

Some one we inet on the street 
said to me, “That was a wonderful 
company of yours, ho poor soldiers 
in it.” Well, yes, it was a won¬ 
derful body of men. Enlisted at a 
time when no large bounties were 
in sight, it was pure patriotism 
love Of home and our free institu¬ 
tions as well as country, and to 
save the nation’s life' that sent 
them forth to win or die. Yes, I 
have seen some of those hoys 
receive greenbacks for pay, instead 
of gold, when it had appreciated 
2%. Those hoys wanted to save 
the nation’s credit, as welL-as life. 
I will now speak of some of our 
Bethel soldiers.

An imposing 
man stepped forward, stood facing 
them and began reading from the 
Koran. From the entire absorp¬ 
tion and reverence expressed in 
their manner and bearing, one 
might be led to think tbat tbe 
sacred book of the Mohammedan' 
meant as much to these dark 
brothers as did the Christian’s 
Bible to some of the markedly 
inattentive Churchmen who fid¬ 
geted through the service which 
was held daily in the great dining¬ 
room. Despite the fact that the 
ship’s barber was hired at the 
beginning of the voyage to say 
their formal prayers for the entire 
crew, one could not but believe 
that fit this hour there was a meet¬ 
ing between the One True God 
called either Jehovah or Allah

, Later on, in our daily meetings 
and greetings as wo paced the 
shining decks, he told' us of his 
work—its early disappointments— 
and its increasing success; of the 
superior mental capacity of the 
East Indians, of their loyalty to 
E liropeans to whorn they have 
given their loving’ confidence, and 
of their obedience to truth when it 
was once recognized and realized. 

His eyes lighted with deep feel 
ing as he spoke most eloquently of 
personal expe riences where a love 
unto death had stood between him 


“From grave to gay.”—What a 
series of pictures from society 
novels were grouped before our 
eyes those eventful days. There 
were the languid English beauties 
coming home, more orless success¬ 
ful as belles, from the gay army 
life of India, carying either tro¬ 
phies .of the chase in the way of 
matrimonial conquests, or con¬ 
cealing heart wounds under 
brilliant smiles. Flirtation as a 
science,—even deeper than a fine 
art,—was in evidence. There were 
wives with indignant heart-aches 
flashing up through their eyes 
and grumpy husbands, who paced 
the decks with emphatic heel taps, 
taking what comfort they could 
find in endless cigars—their visions 
of a happy home having likewise 
ended in smoke. 

There was a dying girl whose 
couch was always surrounded by 
the most gallant and chivalrous 
men. upon board, who were inde¬ 
fatigable in trying to cheer - and 
sooth the weary hours before she 
could reach tbe home she must 
so soon leave. 

There was a pair of bewildered 
lovers— middle-aged, who Know¬ 
ing one another intimately in In¬ 
dia with no thought of sentiment 
“found themselves” as they neared 
England, and were divided in sen¬ 
timent between present joy and 
contemptuous wrath over ’ the 
wasted past. 

There was one of 
learned mdn wbo made existence 
a terror to those presumably out 
of range of his weapons when he 
pitched quoits, and who was equal- 
unpractical about all other 
matters unconnected with books, 
even to solemnly confiding to the 
Observer, one moonlight night, 
that he was once about to marry an 
American—tbe one lovo of his 
life,—in fact the day was set; and 
when the Observer consumed with 
sympathy— murmured something 
to the effect that death must be
